Labor Gamp Classroom Is Site For 
Quiet War Against Misunderstanding

A now • descried classroom 
rings with the stlU echo left by 
noisy children while, in another 
room only steps away, the chat- 
ter of busy women obscures the 
hum of a sewing machine . .

The labor camp program as 
supported by- tho--"Yi',.-the- Mi- 
grant Ministry and the school 
board is tlirecfold, involving 
provision of a summer school 
for children under 14; recrea- 
tional Jaunts for children as well 
as parents; a sewing class for 
mothers and other adult wom- 
en, and a nursery school for in- 
fants who would generally be 
tended by older siblings or their 
mothers. ■ ^

inated with the l^igrant Ministry 
alwut a decade ago, according 
to Mrs. Sally Molyneux, general 
coordinator of the program to- 
day.

An Important 'new concept In 
the management of salmon and 
steelhead was developed In 1966 
and is known as the production 
rate -of "return per spawner." 
In order to maintain a fishery 
on a substantial basis, the ie- 
turn per spawner must be in 
excess of 1 to 1. If the return 
or production rate is exactly 1, 
then^obvlously^there is noThar- 
vestable surplus and any har- 
vest. Will reduceJhe. subsequent 
run four years hence by that 
amount. If the production rate 
drops and remains belowr 1 long 
enough, the race will die out, 
For the past decade the entire 
Columbia River run of summer 
Chinook has been steadily de- 
clining in numbers, going from 
I06,OOO-fish -in 1957 to- a total 
Columbia River run-of-72,000 
fish In 1966. This means that 
a sharp reduction in the pro- 
duction rates of summer chlnook 
Is going on year after year. 
With" present" production: rates 
very close to 1 to 1, it is clear 
that only a slight further de- 
crease would bring it down to 
below 1 adult at the mouth of 
the Columbia River for each 
spawner that has 'reached an-

Indications are the majority 
of the'remainlngTnen in the hew 
manpower authorization will be 
Air Force, with Navy units 
rounding out the total.
